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Continuation of 13. Other: Amended base claim 50 contains non-elected subject matter. The claims filed 6/24/2010 prior to Final Rejection 
defined the variable R1 as (substituted or unsubstituted) quinolinyl or isoquinolinyl. Claims filed 10/14/2010 after Final Rejection define 
additional heterocyclic variables for R1 . Amending claim 50 by deleting quinoxaline and isoindoline possibilities for R1 would place all the 
claims in condition for allowance. Claims 51 and claim 52 define the variable R1 consistent with elected group, but they are objected to for 
depending on claim 50. 
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
